ACT 


to provide for the withdrawal of certain 
further sums from and out of the Consoli- 
dated Fund of the State of Goa for the 


services and purposes of the financial year 
2024-25. 


BE it enacted by the Legislative Assembly 
of Goa in the Seventy-fifth Year of the 
Republic of India, as follows:— 


1. Short title-— This Act may be called the 
Goa Appropriation (Vote on Account) Act, 
2024. 


2. Withdrawal of Rs. 11189,81,90,000/- 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
the State of Goa for the financial year 
2024-25.— From and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Goa, there may be paid 
and applied sums not exceeding those speci- 
fied in column (5) of the Schedule to this Act 
amounting in the aggregate to the sums of 
eleven thousand one hundred eighty nine 
crore eighty one lakh ninety thousand ru- 
pees towards defraying the several charges 
which will come in the course of payment 
during the financial year 2024-25 in respect 
of the services and for purposes specified in 
column (2) of the said Schedule. 


3. Appropriation.— The sums authorised 
to be paid from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Goa under this Act, shall 
be appropriated for the services and pur- 
poses expressed in the Schedule to this Act 
in relation to the said financial year.

hours: Rs. 3500/- per month”. 


At serial No. 18 - Sumptuary allowance, in 
the table, in column No. (1), 


i. after words “Principal District and 
Sessions Judges”, the expression “and District 
Judge or Analogous Judicial Officer on 
deputation” shall be inserted. 


ii. after words “Civil Judge (Senior 
Division)”, the expression “and Analogous 
Judicial Officers on deputation” shall be 
inserted. 


iii. after words “Civil Judges (Junior 
Division)”, the expression “and Analogous 
Judicial Officers on deputation” shall be 
inserted. 


At serial No. 19 - Telephone facility, after the 
para (A) (1), the following para shall be 
inserted, namely:— 


“The facility of free of cost calls on office 
telephone that has been made admissible 
to all the Judicial Officers shall be 
continued even hereinafter”. 


The rest of the content of the above said 
order shall remain unchanged.
